To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  in 
in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  New  School 
Building  in  said  North  Hampton  on  Tuesday,  the  Eighth 
day  of  March,  next,  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon. 
Business  meeting  at  7 :30  p.m.  Polls  not  to  close  before 
7:30  p.m.,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding 
allowing  a  five  per  cent  discount  on  taxes  paid  on  or  be- 
fore a  date  which  the  Selectmen  shall  designate. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  Emerson  and 
Jean  P.  Home  a  quit-claim  deed  to  a  triangular  shaped 
tract  of  land  known  as  "Rocky  Ledge"  containing  0.27 
acre  and  situated  within  the  limits  of  Hobbs  Road  and 
north  of  the  traveled  way ;  said  land  being  45  feet  wide 
at  the  easterly  end  at  land  of  Fred  C.  Leavitt  and  extend- 
ing westerly  445  feet  to  a  point  opposite  the  westerly 
edge  of  land  of  John  A.  Miller ;  the  Town  hereby  giving 
up  any  and  all  claims  to  said  land. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  vote  of 
March  14,  1939  changing  the  name  of  Woodland  Road  to 
its  older  name  of  Little  River  Road  and  declare  the  name 
Woodland  Road  to  be  the  official  name  of  said  road; 
popular  usage  having  retained  the  name  Woodland 
Road  since  the  above  date. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in  renam- 
ing the  road  now  shown  on  the  Town  Map  as  Cow  Lane. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  empower  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  sell  burial  lots  in  the  Town 
cemeteries  under  their  custody  at  such  prices  and  sub- 
ject to  such  conditions  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  valid  deeds  to  the 
purchasers  thereof  in  the  name  and  under  the  seal  of  the 
Town ;  and  further  to  authorize  and  empower  said  Trus- 
tees to  retain,  use  and  account  for  the  proceeds  from  sale 
of  all  such  burial  lots  as  additional  funds  for  the  care,, 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Town  cemeteries. 

9.  On  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  "North  Hampton 
Zoning  Ordinance"  as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946,  by 
adding  after  subsection  3  of  Paragraph  D  ("Prohibited 
Uses")  of  Section  IV  ("Rural  Zoning  District  Uses")  the^ 
following  additional  prohibited  uses  as  further  subsec- 
tions to  said  paragraph, 

"4.  A  trailer  Park,  defined  as  any  land  rented  for 
the  parking,  or  temporary  or  permanent  location,  of  one 
or  more  trailers,  except  as  existing  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment. 

5.  Use  of  any  trailer  as  a  place  of  abode  elsewhere 
than  in  a  trailer  park,  except  as  existing  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment,  or  for  temporary  purposes 
found  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  not  to  be  injuri- 
ous or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood  and  limited  to  thej 
period  of  time  specified  in  the  permit  therefor." 
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so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  hereafter  read : 

"D.  Prohibited  Uses.  Except  as  permitted  in  Para- 
graph A  above,  no  building  or  premises  in  the  Rural  Zon- 
ing District  may  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  :- 

1.  Any  use  that  is  found  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  In- 
spectors to  be  injurious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood 
by  reason  of  the  emission  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke, 
vibration,  or  noise,  the  creation  of  a  menace  to  health, 
safety,  or  morals,  or  a  hazard  of  fire,  explosion,  traffic 
congestion  endangering  the  public  safety,  or  other  cause ; 

2.  A  junk  yard  or  automobile  graveyard  (defined  as 
two  or  more  wrecked  or  dismantled  cars  within  a  fifty- 
foot  radius)  in  view  of  any  residence  or  highway. 

3.  Dumping  or  exposing  of  garbage,  refuse,  or  glass 
without  burying  or  covering  the  same,  except  in  a  muni- 
cipal dump  duly  regulated ; 

4.  A  trailer  park,  defined  as  any  land  rented  for  the 
parking,  or  temporary  or  permanent  location,  of  one  or 
more  trailers,  except  as  existing  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment. 

5.  Use  of  any  trailer  as  a  place  of  abode  elsewhere 
than  in  a  trailer  park,  except  as  existing  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment,  or  for  temporary  purposes 
found  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  not  to  be  injuri- 
ous or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood  and  limited  to  the 
period  of  time  specified  in  the  permit  therefor." 

10.  On  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  "North  Hampton 
Zoning  Ordinance"  as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946, 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  Section  IX  (the  last  section)  of 
the  ordinance  either  or  all  of  the  following  new  sections : 

SECTION  X,  LOT  SIZE :  No  dwelling,  including  its 
accessory  buildings,  in  the  Rural  Zoning  District  shall 
hereafter  be  built  or  placed  on  any  lot  having  less  than 
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15,000  square  feet  of  land  and  100  feet  of  frontage 
reserved  for  use  of  such  dwelling,  its  accessory  build- 
ings, and  the  occupants  thereof,  exclusive  of  land  re- 
served or  used  for  any  building  not  accessory  to  such 
dwelling;  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected 
or  placed  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  15,000  square 
feet  of  land  or  having  a  frontage  of  less  than  100  feet, 
if  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  to  the 
ordinance  there  is  no  existing  lawful  building  occupying 
over  thirty  percent  of  the  area  of  such  lot  and  the  lot 
is  under  single  or  joint  ownership. 

SECTION  XI,  SIZE  OF  DWELLING:  In  the  Rural 
Zoning  District  no  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  built  or 
located  on  any  lot  unless  such  dwelling  has  a  ground 
area  of  at  least  600  square  feet  in  the  case  of  a  dwelling 
of  two  or  more  stories  or  a  ground  area  of  at  least  720 
square  feet  in  the  case  of  a  one-story  dwelling ;  provided 
that  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  or  other  enforcing 
agency  may  authorize  the  building  or  location  of  a  camp 
or  seasonal  dwelling  of  smaller  size  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  such  camp  or  seasonal  dwelling  will  not  be 
injurious,  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

SECTION  XII,  PERMITS  :  No  person  shall  commence 
any  construction  or  major  alteration  without  a  written 
permit  for  the  same  from  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspec- 
tors or  other  duly  authorized  enforcing  agency.  For  any 
construction  or  alteration  costing  less  than  $1,000.00  no 
fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  charged.  For  any  construc- 
tion or  alteration  to  cost  at  least  $1,000.00  but  less  than 
$2,000.00  based  on  a  fair  estimate  of  the  total  cost  there- 
of, a  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  such  permit  shall  be  charged, 
plus  an  additional  $2.00  for  each  additional  $1,000.00  of 
such  total  estimated  cost.  Said  fees,  after  deducting  all 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  or  other 
issuing  authority,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 
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11.  On  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Sub-Division  Ordin- 
ance, as  follows : 

SUB-DIVISION  ORDINANCE:  No  tract  of  land  in 
the  Town  of  North  Hampton  shall  be  sub-divided  for 
residential  buildings  to  be  located  elsewhere  than  on  an 
established  Highway  unless  and  until  a  plat  or  layout 
for  such  sub-dividing  the  same  has  been  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  who  will  hold  the 
necessary  hearing  and  give  their  recommendation  of 
approval  or  disapproval  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
Plat  or  layout  must  show  streets  or  private  roadways, 
surface  drainage  facilities,  and  utility  services  (con- 
forming to  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  standards) 
which  it  is  proposed  to  provide  in  connection  with  the 
development.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  a  certified 
copy  hereof  with  the  date  of  its  adoption,  or  date  when 
the  Planning  Board  has  been  given  the  authority  above 
set  forth,  with  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Rockingham 
County. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend,  for  fire 
protection  purposes,  the  existing  water  main  of  the 
Hampton  Water  Works  Company  westerly  on  Atlantic 
Avenue  for  a  distance  of  1,500  feet  or  so  much  thereof 
as  the  funds  available  will  permit,  from  the  present  ter- 
minus of  said  main  at  the  Homestead  Inn,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,500.00  plus  whatever 
funds  are  still  available  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  2 
for  such  purpose,  and  to  install  one  hydrant  at  the  end 
of  such  extension  and  to  move  the  present  hydrant  at 
the  Homestead  Inn  westerly  so  that  it  will  be  within 
800  feet  of  the  nearest  hydrant  to  the  east;  and  to  ap- 
propriate the  further  sum  of  $90.00  annually  for  such 
new  hydrant ;  and  to  authorize  the  Water  Committee  to 
make  all  necessary  contracts  and  to  take  all  necessary 
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action  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  vote;  and  to 
authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  pay- 
ments from  said  Reserve  Fund  for  said  purpose  on  the 
order  of  said  Water  Committee,  signed  by  the  Chairman 
thereof.   (By  petition) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  an  addi- 
tion in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  including  adequate 
heating,  cooking,  and  toilet  facilities,  and  to  make  other 
needed  improvements  to  said  Hall,  at  a  cost  not  exceed- 
ing the  principal  of  $8,000.00  with  all  accumulated  in- 
terest, of  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  1  (as  appropriated 
in  the  years  1944,  1945,  and  1946)  for  the  construction 
or  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall  or  Fire  Station  and 
town  buildings;  and  to  appoint  the  Selectmen  and  two 
other  persons  as  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  with  full 
authority  to  employ  an  architect  for  the  preparation  of 
suitable  plans,  to  employ  all  necessary  workmen,  to  make 
all  necessary  contracts,  to  take  all  other  necessary 
action,  and  to  use  and  expend  so  much  of  said  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  as  is  required  for  said  purpose;  and  to 
authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  pay- 
ments from  said  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  1  for  such 
purpose  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  said  commit- 
tee duly  signed  by  the  chairman  thereof.  (By  petition). 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a  suit- 
able addition  to  the  Town  Library,  in  the  rear  thereof, 
with  adequate  toilet  and  heating  facilities,  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  $4,700.00,  and  to  appoint  the  Library  Trustees 
a  committee  to  employ  an  architect  for  preparing  suit- 
able plans  for  the  same,  and  to  make  all  necessary  con- 
tracts therefor;  and  to  appropriate  and  use  for  such 
purpose  as  much  as  is  required  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Funds  of  $6,000.00  and  accumulated  interest  appro- 
priated in  the  years  1945  and  1946  for  the  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  Town  Buildings,  and  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payments  approved 
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by  said  committee  from  said  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for 
such  purpose.   (By  petition). 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  over  and 
assume  the  maintenance  cost  of  the  16  hydrants  for 
fire  protection  in  Little  Boar's  Head  District,  heretofore 
maintained  by  the  Village  District,  comprising  11  hy- 
drants at  a  rental  of  $90.00  apiece,  and  5  at  a  rental  of 
$10.00  apiece;  and  to  appropriate  the  annual  sum  of 
$1,040.00  for  the  same.  (By  petition). 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  raising  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  to 
replace  the  present  Chevrolet  Tank  Truck.  (By  peti- 
tion). 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  use  of  Civil  Defense, 
not  more  than  $250.00  of  the  amount  to  be  set  aside 
toward  the  building  of  an  Aircraft  Observation  Post  in 
the  Seacoast  Region  if  and  when  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Observation  Unit  decides  there  is  no  fit 
building  now  in  existence  which  should  be  properly  used 
for  that  purpose.  (By  petition). 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

March  8,  1955 


A  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North 
Hampton  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  and  holden  in 
the  New  School  Building  in  said  Town,  the  alphabetical 
list  of  voters  having  been  posted  and  subscribed  on  the 
back  thereof  by  the  supervisors  of  the  Check  List,  was 
called  to  order  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
Moderator,  Philip  T.  Boothby,  who  declared  the  Polls 
open  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers,  the  business 
meeting  to  be  held  at  7:30  p.m.  Polls  not  to  close  before 
7:30  p.m. 

At  7:30  p.m.  Moderator,  Philip  T.  Boothby,  declared 
the  meeting  open,  announced  that  the  polls  would  remain 
open  until  fifteen  minutes  after  the  close  of  the  business 
meeting,  and  called  for  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  warrant.

Article  2.  William  P.  Fowler  moved,  and  it  was  so 
voted  that  this  article  be  passed  over  until  all  other 
articles  were  acted  upon. 

Article  3.  George  G.  Carter  moved  that  this  article  be 
passed  as  read.  It  was  a  vote. 
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Article  4.  Lewis  D.  Haven  moved  and  it  was  so  voted 
that  this  article  be  adopted  as  read. 

Article  5.  After  Raymond  0.  Hobbs  explained  this 
article  more  fully,  James  F.  Leavitt  moved  that  Article 
5  be  passed  as  read  with  the  stipulation  that  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  Emerson  Home  bear  the  expense  of  the  deed.  It 
was  so  voted. 

Article  6.  Raymond  0.  Hobbs  gave  a  report  of  the 
committee  which  was  appointed  by  a  vote  in  the  1954 
Town  Meeting  to  look  into  and  consider  the  renaming 
of  Woodland  Road.  Mr.  Hobbs  stated  that  as  there  was 
so  much  controversy  over  the  name  for  this  road  that 
the  committee  did  not  want  to  be  held  responsible  for 
bringing  a  name  for  this  road  before  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Hobbs  suggested  that  it  be  decided  upon  by  a  yes  and 
no  ballot. 

William  P.  Fowler  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Norman 
Cushman,  a  summer  resident  of  this  road,  stating  that 
although  it  really  made  little  or  no  difference  to  him 
what  the  road  was  finally  named,  he  did  wish  that  the 
Town  would  come  to  a  decision  on  a  name  for  this  road 
once  and  for  all  and  end  the  controversy  which  has 
been  going  on  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Fowler  made  a  motion  that  this  article  be  voted 
on  by  a  yes  and  no  ballot.  Yes  meaning  that  the  name 
would  be  Woodland  Road  —  No  meaning  that  its  name 
would  be  Little  River  Road.  It  was  a  vote. 

Then  in  order  for  it  to  be  less  confusing  to  the 
voters,  Mr.  Fowler  amended  his  motion  and  moved  that 
this  article  be  voted  on  by  writing  the  name  of  the 
road  preferred  on  the  ballot.  It  was  seconded. 

Several  residents  of  the  road  voiced  their  opinions 
as  to  what  they  believed  the  road  should  be  named. 
It  was  suggested  to  leave  the  naming  of  the  road  up 
to  the  residents  of  the  road.  Mr.  Fowler  believed,  how- 
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ever,  that  as  it  was  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant, 
the  whole  town  should  vote  on  it.  Mr.  Fowler  then  re- 
called his  motion  and  moved  that  the  article  be  accepted 
as  read  and  that  it  be  voted  on  by  a  standing  vote. 
Article  6  was  accepted  as  read.  The  name  of  the  road 
is  Woodland  Road. 

Article  7.  Raymond  0.  Hobbs  gave  a  report  of  the 
committee  which  was  appointed  by  a  vote  in  the  1954 
Town  Meeting  to  look  into  and  consider  the  renaming 
of  Cow  Lane.  The  committee,  having  talked  with  the 
residents  of  this  road  to  get  their  approval,  submitted 
Birch  Road  for  its  name.  Mr.  Hobbs  made  a  motion 
that  the  name  of  Cow  Lane  as  shown  on  the  Town  Map 
be  changed  to  Birch  Road,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  8.  After  Moderator  Philip  T.  Boothby  read 
this  article,  Gordon  S.  Dow  stated  that  the  article  was 
not  worded  as  he  intended  it  to  be  when  he  made  a 
motion  during  the  1954  Town  Meeting  to  have  this 
article  inserted  in  the  1955  Town  Warrant.  He  asked 
Mr.  Fowler  if  the  article  could  be  revised  to  read  that 
—  only  the  income  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
cemetery  lots  be  used  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and 
improvement  of  the  Town  cemeteries  and  to  keep  the 
proceeds  in  a  permanent  fund  and  invest  them  so  that 
in  years  to  come  the  cemeteries  will  be  self-supporting. 
Mr.  Fowler  said  that  the  article  could  be  revised  and 
that  it  would  read  as  follows: 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  en- 
power  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  sell  burial  lots 
in  the  Town  cemeteries  under  their  custody  at  such 
prices  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine,  and  to  execute  and  deliver 
valid  deeds  to  the  purchasers  thereof  in  the  name  and 
under  the  seal  of  the  Town;  and  further  to  authorize 
and  empower  said  Trustees  to  retain  the  principal  from 
the  sale  of  these  lots  as  permanent  funds  and  spend 
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only  the  interest  therefrom  for  the  care,  maintenance, 
and  improvement  of  the  Town  cemeteries. 

Robert  A.  Southworth  made  a  motion  to  accept 
Article  8  as  revised  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  9.  William  P.  Fowler  moved  that  this  article 
be  accepted  as  written.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  10.  William  P.  Fowler  moved  that  this  article 
be  considered  in  three  component  parts.  It  was  a  vote. 

SECTION  X,  LOT  SIZE:  William  P.  Fowler  moved 
that  Section  X  be  accepted  as  written.  It  was  a"  vote. 

SECTION  XI,  SIZE  OF  DWELLING:  Mr.  Fowler 
explained  his  conception  of  this  section  of  Article  10 
and  moved  that  it  be  accepted  as  read.  It  was  a  vote. 

SECTION  XII,  PERMITS :  Mr.  Fowler  explained  this 
section  of  the  article  and  moved  that  it  be  adopted 
as  read.  It  was  seconded,  and  after  some  discussion 
it  was  voted  to  adopt  Section  XII  as  read. 

Article  11.  William  P.  Fowler  made  a  motion  that 
this  article  be  accepted  as  stated  in  the  warrant.  It 
was  a  vote. 

Article  12.  Gordon  S.  Dow  moved  that  this  article 
be  accepted  as  read,  and  it  was  seconded.  After  much 
discussion  pro  and  con  by  several  of  the  voters,  Elliot 
A.  Stevens  amended  Mr.  Dow's  motion  by  reducing  the 
proposed  $5500  appropriation  to  $2500  plus  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund  No.  2.  However,  Mr.  Dow  refused  to  accept 
Mr.  Stevens'  amendment  and  it  was  questioned  by  the 
voters  if  it  was  necessary  to  have  Mr.  Dow's  accept- 
ance before  the  amendment  could  be  voted  on.  Some 
believed  that  an  amendment  supersedes  a  former  motion 
and  that  an  amendment  should  be  voted  on  first.  Others 
believed  that  the  amendment  would  have  to  be  first 
accepted  by  the  maker  of  the  original  motion  before 
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it  could  be  voted  on,  and  if  Mr.  Dow  would  not  accept 
the  amendment,  the  amendment  would  automatically 
be  annulled. 

With  Mr.  Fowler's  assistance, .  Moderator  Boothby 
consulted  a  parliamentary  proceedings  rule  book  and 
set  forth  the  ruling  that  an  amendment  supersedes  an 
original  motion.  Austin  Norton  stated  that  he  wished 
to  go  on  record  as  disagreeing  with  the  ruling  set  forth 
by   Moderator  Boothby. 

In  order  to  end  the  dispute,  Mr.  Dow  moved  that  Mr. 
Stevens'  amendment  be  voted  on,  and  it  was  seconded. 
It  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands.  It  was  voted  not 
to  accept  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Dow's  original  motion  to  accept  Article  12  as 
written  was  then  in  order  to  be  voted  on.  Carroll  M. 
Fogg  moved  that  this  vote  be  according  to  the  Check 
List.  It  was  a  vote.  Total  votes  cast:  161;  Yes  127; 
No  34.  It  was  voted  to  adopt  Article  12  as  read. 

Article  13.  Vivian  H.  Brown  moved  and  it  was  sec- 
onded that  this  article  be  passed  as  read.  Carrol  M. 
Fogg  asked  Moderator  Boothby  if  he  was  correct  in 
understanding  that  if  both  Article  13  and  Article  14 
were  approved  by  the  voters,  they  would  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  same  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Mr.  Boothby 
told  him  he  was  correct.  Believing  that  if  one  addition 
was  made,  there  wouldn't  be  enough  money  left  to 
make  the  other,  Mr.  Fogg  felt  that  an  addition  to  the 
Town  Library  was  more  important  than  one  to  the 
Town  Hall.  There  being  no  further  discussion,  Article 
13  was  voted  on.  It  was  voted  not  to  accept  Article  13. 

Article  14.  Gordon  S.  Dow  moved  that  this  article 
be  passed  as  read.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  15.  William  P.  Fowler  moved  and  it  was  sec- 
onded that  this  article  be  adopted  as  read. 
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As  all  Town  expenditures  over  $500  are  to  be  voted 
upon  by  ballot,  the  Moderator  declared  the  ballot  open 
and  after  everyone  present  had  been  given  the  opportu- 
nity to  cast  his  vote,  the  ballot  was  closed  and  the  Mode- 
rator read  the  results.  Total  votes  cast:  111;  Yes  61; 
No  50.  It  was  voted  to  adopt  Article  15. 

Article  16.  Reginald  Wright  moved  and  it  was  sec- 
onded that  this  article  be  adopted  as  read.  Again  this 
article  was  voted  upon  by  ballot.  Total  votes  cast :  103 ; 
Yes  94;  No  9.  It  was  voted  to  adopt  Article  16  as  read. 

Article  17.  Moderator  Boothby  read  a  communica- 
tion from  Mrs.  Genevra  N.  Eastman,  Director  of  De- 
fense in  the  American  Legion,  stating  that  it  is 
imperative  to  have  funds  for  Civil  Defense  during  these 
critical  times  and  urged  that  Article  17  be  adopted. 
Lewis  D.  Haven  moved  and  it  was  seconded  that  this 
article  be  adopted  as  read.  Again  this  article  was  voted 
upon  by  ballot.  Total  votes  cast:  76:  Yes  57;  No  19. 
It  was  voted  to  adopt  Article  17. 

Article  2.  William  P.  Fowler  made  a  motion  to  raise 
such  sums  of  money  as  set  forth  in  the  1955  Town 
Budget  with  a  reduction  of  $1,000  from  the  Police 
Department  appropriation  plus  appropriations  for  arti- 
cles voted  on  in  the  1955  Town  Warrant,  a  total  of 
$62,910.00.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  18.  Reverend  H.  Marshall  Budd  moved  that 
Forrest  E.  Knowles,  retiring  Selectman,  be  given  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  for  his  more  than  twenty  years 
of  faithful  service  to  the  Town.  It  was  a  vote. 

Moderator  Philip  T.  Boothby  read  a  communication 
from  the  Hampton  American  Legion  asking  him  to  ap- 
point a  committee  of  three  to  present  a  list  of  North 
Hampton  servicemen  serving  honorably  in  the  Korean 
War  who  were  at  that  time  legal  residents  of  North 
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Hampton  for  the  purpose  of  inscribing  their  names 
on  a  memorial  plaque.  Vivian  H.  Brown  moved  that 
this  be  done.  It  was  a  vote. 

Gordon  S.  Dow  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned 
and  it  was  so  voted. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  11:08  p.m.

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  five  per  cent 
discount  on  property  taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  date 
which  the  Selectmen  shall  designate. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  use  of  Civil  Defense. 
(By  petition.) 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  permit 
from  the  Selectmen  in  the  case  of  all  new  driveways  or 
changes  in  existing  driveways  extending  into  any  town 
road,  in  respect  to  drainage  and  grade  as  affecting  the 
public  roadway,  and  requiring  all  construction  of  the 
same  within  the  road  limits  to  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Highway  Agent. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  permit 
from  the  Selectmen  before  any  town  road  may  be  exca- 
vated or  dug  up  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  or 
other  purposes,  and  to  require  that  in  all  such  cases  the 
road  shall  be  resurfaced  in  its  prior  condition  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highway  Agent  by  the  party  doing 
such  excavating  or  digging,  who  otherwise  shall  be 
liable  to  the  Town  for  the  cost  of  such  resurfacing. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  ai5d  adopt 
the  following  amendments  to  the  North  Hampton  Zon- 
ing Ordinance,  as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946,  and 
as  amended  on  March  8,  1955,  namely: — 

I.  Amend  Section  II  of  said  Ordinance  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  a  third  zoning  district  as  follows: 

C.  Residential  Zoning  District  "A".  Residential  Zon- 
ing District  "A"  shall  include  the  land  within  the  fol- 
lowing described  lines: 

Beginning  on  the  Northerly  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
at  the  boundary  line  between  land  now  or  formerly  of 
the  Estate  of  Grace  B.  Ring  and  land  of  Harry  H.  and 
Vesta  C.  Cross;  thence  running  Northerly  along  said 
boundary  line  and  continuing  on  the  same  course  over 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Lawrence  E.  and  Ruth  G.  Oliver 
to  a  point  1,000  feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue; 
thence  turning  and  running  Easterly  in  a  straight  line 
over  land  of  said  Olivers,  land  of  the  North  Hampton 
School  District,  land  of  Barbara  L.  Doggett,  land  of 
Dorothy  E.  Hobbs,  and  land  of  Francis  W.  Harney,  to 
the  west  boundary  line  of  the  heirs  of  Ida  B.  Lane,  at  a 
point  1,000  feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue;  thence 
turning  and  running  Southerly  along  said  last  named 
boundary  line  to  said  Avenue;  thence  turning  and  run- 
ning Westerly  along  the  center  of  said  Avenue  to  the 
boundary  line  between  land  of  Carroll  L.  and  Dorothy 
K.  Blackden  and  land  of  Ada  M.  Fogg;  thence  turning 
and  running  Southerly  along  said  Blackden-Fogg  bound- 
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ary  line  and  continuing  on  the  same  course  over  land 
of  Eva  G.  Norton  to  a  point  on  said  Norton  land  1,000 
feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue;  thence  turning 
slightly  and  running  Southerly  in  a  straight  line  across 
said  Norton  land  to  the  Southwest  corner  thereof  and 
the  Southeast  corner  of  land  of  Herbert  F.  and  Justine 
F.  Georges  at  the  boundary  line  of  land  of  Norman  0. 
Marston;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly  along 
the  Northerly  boundary  line  of  said  Marston  land  (by 
land  of  said  Georges  and  land  of  Ralph  B.  Seavey)  to 
Pine  Road ;  thence  turning  and  running  Northerly  along 
the  center  of  Pine  Road  to  the  boundary  line  between 
land  of  G.  R.  and  B.  B.  Drouin  and  land  of  James  M. 
Freeman;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly  along 
said  Drouin-Freeman  boundary  line  and  the  Westerly 
extension  thereof  over  land  of  Bixby  to  land  of  E.  S. 
and  P.  A.  Ransom;  thence  turning  and  running  North- 
erly, Westerly,  and  again  Northerly  along  the  Easterly 
boundary  of  said  Ransom  land  to  land  of  the  Exeter 
Associates,  Inc.  at  the  boundary  of  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Clifford  A.  and  Charlotte  G.  Parker;  thence  continu- 
ing Northerly  along  the  boundary  line  between  land  of 
said  Exeter  Associates,  Inc.  and  land  of  said  Parkers  to 
land  of  Chisholm ;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly 
along  the  boundary  line  between  land  of  said  Chisholm 
and  land  of  said  Exeter  Associates,  Inc.,  and  continuing 
Westerly  on  the  same  line  on  the  boundary  between 
two  separate  tracts  of  land  of  said  Exeter  Associates, 
Inc.  to  a  point  about  1,000  feet  South  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
on  the  Southerly  extension  of  the  line  of  the  boundary 
between  land  of  H.  Carter  and  land  of  Earl  B.  and  Marie 
B.  Breeding;  thence  (from  said  point)  turning  and 
running  Northerly  in  a  straight  line  across  land  of  said 
Exeter  Associates,  Inc.  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  said 
Carter  land,  and  thence  continuing  in  the  same  line  along 
the  boundary  between  land  of  said  Carter  and  land  of 
said   Exeter   Associates,    Inc.,   and   along   the    Carter- 
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Breeding  boundary  line  to  the  center  of  Atlantic  Avenue ; 
thence  turning  and  running  Easterly  along  the  center 
of  said  Avenue  to  the  Ring-Cross  boundary  line  first 
referred  to;  thence  turning  and  running  Northerly  on 
said  boundary  line  to  the  point  begun  at. 

II.  Further  amend  said  Ordinance  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  Section  XII,  thereof,  as  added  by  the  amendment 
of  March  8,  1955,  the  following  new  sections: 

SECTION  XIII. 
RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "A"  USES 

In  Residential  Zoning  District  "A",  except  in  the 
case  of  uses  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  amendment  and  not  thereafter  discon- 
tinued, and  in  the  case  of  uses  lawfully  made  of  exist- 
ing buildings  within  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  no  building  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for: 

A.  Any  use  prohibited  in  the  Rural  Zoning  District, 
including  non-compliance  with  existing  restrictions  as 
to  lot  size  and  area. 

B.  Any  use  regulated  in  the  Rural  Zoning  District, 
except  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
IV,  C.  of  this  Ordinance. 

C.  Any  use  except  one  or  more  of  the  following  uses : 

1.  Single-family  detached  dwelling; 

2.  Church; 

3.  School; 

4.  Occasional  philanthropic  or  educational  use; 

5.  Agricultural  use,  including  the  sale  or  display  of 
products  grown  or  raised  by  the  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises; 
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SECTION  XIV. 
YARDS  IN  RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "A" 

A.  On  Lot  Lines.  In  the  Residential  Zoning  District 
"A"  no  building  or  part  thereof  except  a  one-story  or 
one-and-one-half  story  building  or  structure  of  accessory 
use  shall  be  built  or  placed  within  fifteen  feet  of  any 
lot  line;  and  no  building  in  said  zoning  district  shall 
be  built  or  placed  within  five  feet  of  any  lot  line  unless 
there  is  a  party  wall. 

B.  On  Highways.  In  the  Residential  Zoning  District 
"A"  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  built  or  placed 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  highway,  provided  that  no 
building  need  be  set  back  more  than  the  average  of 
setbacks  of  the  buildings  on  the  lots  next  thereto  on 
either  side,  a  vacant  lot  or  a  lot  occupied  by  a  building 
set  back  more  than  thirty  feet  being  counted  as  though 
occupied  by  a  building  set  back  thirty  feet,  and  provided 
further  that  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  may  grant 
permission  for  the  erection  or  placing  of  any  building 
or  part  thereof  at  such  distance  less  than  thirty  feet 
from  a  highway  as  will  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
cause  injury  or  offense  to  the  neighborhood  under  cir- 
cumstances where  environmental  factors  or  geographical 
conditions  such  as  a  slope  or  embankment  make  it  desir- 
able in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  to  place  such  buildings 
less  than  thirty  feet  from  such  highway. 

C.  Projections.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the 
projection  of  steps,  window  sills,  cornices,  belt  courses, 
and  similar  ornamental  features  into  any  required  yard. 
(By  petition.) 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light 
on  Post  Road  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Philip  T.  and 
Luella  S.  Boothby.   (By  petition.) 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend,  for  fire 
protection  purposes,   the   existing  water  main   of  the 
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Hampton  Water  Works  Company  westerly  on  Atlantic 
Avenue  from  the  present  terminus  of  said  main  west 
of  Lafayette  Highway  (U.  S.  Route  1)  for  a  total  dis- 
tance of  approximately  0.6  miles  to  the  intersection  of 
Hobbs  Road,  thence  southwesterly  to  terminate  in  front 
of  the  Congregational  Christian  Church,  or  as  much 
thereof  as  the  funds  appropriated  will  permit,  and  to 
install  hydrants,  one  at  the  termius  and  others  along  the 
new  main  spaced  at  distances  consistent  with  standard 
hydrant  spacings  in  the  balance  of  the  Town;  the  cost 
of  such  extension  not  to  exceed  $12,000.00;  and  to 
appropriate  for  said  purposes  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$12,000.00  together  with  such  funds  as  are  currently 
available  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  2,  of  which  sum 
not  exceeding  $6,000.00  shall  be  raised  by  tax  levy  this 
year,  and  the  balance  by  note  or  bond  issue  of  the  Town 
payable,  with  legal  interest  thereon,  within  the  year 
1957  or  as  otherwise  voted ;  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  balance  (not 
raised  this  year)  for  said  purposes  in  the  Town's  behalf 
and  to  pay  the  lawful  interest  thereon ;  and  to  authorize 
the  Water  Committee  to  make  all  necessary  contracts 
and  to  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  vote ;  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  make  payments  from  said  Reserve  Fund 
for  said  purposes  on  the  order  of  said  Water  Committee, 
signed  by  the  Chairman  thereof.   (By  petition.) 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  High- 
way Agent,  through  the  Selectmen,  to  maintain  the 
public  Town  Dump  on  South  Road  open  during  daylight 
hours  at  all  times.  (By  petition.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  installing  new  toilets  and  other  neces- 
sary construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall, 
including  necessary  repairs,  and  to  appoint  the  Select- 
men a  committee  for  that  purpose;  and  to  appropriate 
and  use  for  such  purpose  as  much  as  is  required  of  the 
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principal  and  accumulated  interest  of  the  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund  of  $2,000.00  originally  appropriated  at  the 
town  meeting  on  March  14,  1944,  "for  the  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall  and/or  fire  station 
in  order  to  provide  more  adequate  facilities  for  conduct- 
ing the  business  incidental  to  both",  or  as  otherwise 
set  forth  in  the  vote  at  such  meeting ;  and  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payments  from 
said  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  when  approved  by  the  Select- 
men, for  the  purpose  first  above  stated. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  new  oil- 
burning  furnace  to  supply  circulating  hot-air  heat  in 
the  Town  Library  and  recent  addition  therto;  and  to 
appoint  the  Library  Trustees  a  committee  for  such 
purpose;  and  to  appropriate  and  use  for  such  purpose 
the  sum  of  $1,100.00  from  the  principal  and  accumulated 
interest  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  appropriated  in 
the  years  1945  and  1946  for  the  construction  and  re- 
construction of  town  buildings;  and  to  authorize  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payments,  approved 
by  said  committee,  from  said  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for 
such  purpose. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Highway  Agent  to  sell  at  public  auction 
or  private  sale,  for  the  best  price  obtainable,  obsolete 
highway  and  fire  equipment;  namely  —  one  Conant 
loading  machine,  one  Jaeger  mixer,  one  Wood  mower, 
one  four-wheel  highway  grader,  one  Chevrolet  tank 
truck;  tank  truck  proceeds  to  be  used  towards  new  fire 
equipment,  and  all  other  proceeds  to  be  used  towards 
new  highway  maintenance  equipment. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  to  be 
used  in  continuing  an  Elm  Tree  Sanitation  Program  in 
connection  with  whatever  money  that  may  be  available 
from  the  ALVAN  T.  FULLER  Fund  for  the  control  of 
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the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  in  North  Hampton  and  Exeter; 
said  fund  being  on  deposit  in  the  care  of  the  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire  and  being  administered  by  a  Special 
Elm  Tree  Committee  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  as  relative  to  said 
Town.  (Submitted  by  the  Special  Elm  Tree  Committee.) 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  Everett  S.  and 
Pauline  A.  Ransom  and  Howard  A.  and  Muriel  A.  Dorr 
a  quitclaim  deed  to  a  triangular  shaped  tract  of  land 
containing  0.15  acre  on  the  northerly  side  of  South 
Road  starting  200  feet  east  of  the  railroad  tracks  and 
running  easterly  approximately  250  feet  —  said  land 
being  20  feet  at  the  widest  point.  The  Town  hereby 
giving  up  any  and  all  claims  to  said  land.  (By  petition.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  and  enact 
the  following  ordinance,  in  whole  or  in  part :  AN  ORDIN- 
ANCE, REGULATING  THE  USE  OF  PUBLIC  SEA 
BEACHES  AND  RECREATIONAL  AREAS  WITHIN 
THE  TOWN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON,  N.  H. 

(1)  Subject  to  lawful  regulations  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  the  use  of  sea  beaches  and  recreational  areas 
in  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  by  the  public  shall  be 
subject  to  this  ordinance. 

(2)  Said  beaches  and  areas  shall  be  open  to  public 
use  daily  from  one  half  hour  before  sunrise  to  midnight, 
and  shall  not  be  open  at  any  other  time,  except  in  cases 
of  emergency  and  to  persons  going  thereon  to  fish  or 
lobster  or  for  the  protection  of  property. 

(3)  No  one  shall  throw  or  leave  upon  the  beaches  or 
areas  any  materials  of  glass,  paper,  metal,  wood  or  other 
objectionable  or  unsightly  refuse. 

(4)  No  one  shall  disrobe  in  the  public  view  at  any 
beach  or  area. 

(5)  No  one  shall  play  any  game  or  sport  upon  any 
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public  beach  or  area  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  enjoy- 
ment thereof  by  others. 

(6)  No  picnicking  shall  be  permitted  on  the  section 
of  beach  between  the  Little  Boar's  Head  Bath  Houses 
and  the  ocean  from  June  15th  to  September  15th  of 
each  year,  this  area  to  be  reserved  principally  for 
bathers. 

(7)  No  dogs,  except  on  leash,  shall  be  allowed  on  the 
bathing  beach,  when  in  use  for  bathing  or  recreation, 
after  10  A.  M.  daily  from  June  15th  to  September  15th 
of  each  year. 

(8)  Fires  on  the  beach  shall  be  limited  to  small  cook- 
ing-fires, and  shall  be  located  so  as  not  to  endanger  any 
buildings  or  property,  and  no  person  shall  leave  a  fire 
unattended  without  first  extinguishing  same. 

(9)  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  Ten  Dollars  for  each  violation  thereof. 

(10)  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  adoption 
by  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town. 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


For  the  School  Board  of  North  Hampton : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  twenty-sixth  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  current  year  began  on  Wednesday,  September  7, 
1955  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  240  in  grades  one 
through  eight.  This  compares  with  the  corresponding 
figure  of  213  the  previous  year  and  185  for  the  year 
1953-1954.  The  growth  in  pupil  population  is  shown 
by  the  listed  September  enrollments  for  the  past  five 
years.

The  enrollment  as  of  January  30,  1956  is  250.  Owing 
to  the  activating  of  the  Portsmouth  Jet  Bomber  base, 
it  is  reasonable  to  predict  a  further  increase.  As  this 
develops,  more  teachers  will  be  required  and  possibly 
further  addition  to  the  school  plant.  We  now  have  two 
divisions  of  grade  one  with  only  one  teacher  for  next 
year  in  grade  two.  An  additional  teacher  will  be  a 
necessity  in  1956-57. 

Because  of  the  situation  in  which  the  district  finds 
itself,  a  long  range  survey  and  planning  committee 
should  be  designated.  Through  such  a  committee  a  rea- 
sonable picture  of  the  future  could  be  obtained  and 
definite  plans  presented  to  future  district  meetings. 

The  school  building  is  one  of  which  we  should  all  be 
proud.  It  is  a  credit  to  the  town  and  an  incentive  toward 
attracting  people  coming  to  this  section  of  the  state. 
Outstanding  is  its  playground  which  we  enjoy  through 
the  generosity  of  Governor  Fuller.  It  is  doubtful  if  any 
school  in  the  state  has  a  more  adequate  playground  and 
one  more  carefully  planned  for  adaptability  to  the  child- 
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ren  who  use  it.  The  benefits  derived  in  terms  of  physical 
health  and  social  development  will  be  definite.  It  will 
furnish  a  laboratory  in  which  our  teachers  may  study 
the  children.  Through  this  study  they  will  be  better 
enabled  to  help  the  pupils  in  their  school  work. 

Our  teaching  staff,  under  the  direction  of  the  Prin- 
cipal, Mr.  Theodoras,  is  working  together  for  the  educa- 
tional development  of  our  children.  We  are  satisfied  that 
the  school  offers  a  program  which  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  school  of  like  size  anywhere.  The  teaching 
staff  is  the  foundation  of  a  good  school.  North  Hampton 
has  a  good  staff.  I  am  recommending  that  a  music 
teacher  and  an  art  teacher  be  established  in  our  school. 
A  specialist  in  these  fields  brings  about  a  unity  of  pro- 
gress which  is  something  lacking  when  individual  teach- 
ers carry  these  subjects. 

I  wish  again  to  recommend  that  the  Rinehart  System 
of  Handwriting  be  adopted  in  the  school.  By  this  method 
an  expert  penman  will  visit  our  children  each  month, 
present  lessons,  conduct  classes  and  evaluate  progress. 
The  alphabet  used  is  nationally  standardized,  composed 
of  easily  formed  letters  and  attractive  to  read.  This 
system  has  been  approved  in  many  schools  of  New  Eng- 
land. Its  value  has  been  proven  by  results  achieved 
wherever  it  has  been  introduced. 

North  Hampton  is  entitled  to  federal  funds  because  of 
the  large  number  of  pupils  whose  parents  work  on  fed- 
eral property.  In  the  main,  this  applies  to  those  working 
at  the  Newington  Bomber  Base  and  the  Portsmouth 
Naval  Base.  On  the  basis  of  costs  for  the  past  complete 
school  year,  North  Hampton  received  $6,351.96  as  reim- 
bursement for  the  last  school  year.  Such  money  received 
is  kept  as  cash  on  hand  until  the  end  of  the  school  year 
in  which  it  is  received  and  is  used  to  reduce  the  school 
assessment  for  the  following  year  thus  lowering  the  tax 
rate.  Application  has  been  made  for  such  aid  during 
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the  present  school  year  and  acknowledgment  of  the 
application  has  been  received  from  Washington.  It  is 
probable  that  a  substantial  part  of  our  entitlement  will 
be  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  before  the  end  of  the  present 
school  year.  Since  the  number  of  Federally  effected  child- 
ren is  larger  than  during  last  year,  it  is  probable  that 
this  amount  will  be  increased  proportionately  for  the 
current  year.

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Many  people  do  not  realize  the  extent  to  which  the 
modern  curriculum  has  been  broadened.  The  elementary 
schools  must  teach  language  arts,  social  studies,  math- 
ematics, science,  art  and  music;  health,  physical  educa- 
tion and  safety.  Each  of  these  must  be  adapted  to  the 
pupils'  interests,  strengths  and  weaknesses.  Moral  and 
spiritual  values  must  be  kept  to  the  forefront.  In  fact, 
these  are  considered  basic  to  the  public  school  program. 
History,  biography,  literature  and  other  subjects  con- 
tinually offer  opportunities  for  character  education. 
Today's  teachers  are  alert  to  utilize  these  subjects  for 
this  purpose.  The  growing  generation  is  the  most  prec- 
ious of  our  resources.  Its  talents  and  abilities  must  be 
nurtured  and  developed  to  the  utmost.  Its  attitudes  and 
loyalties  must  be  made  our  chief  concern. 

The  belief  that  the  public  schools  should  educate  all 
the  children  is  becoming  firmly  established  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  granted  that  some  children  will  not  be  able 
to  absorb  the  work  of  the  regular  school  curriculum, 
but  it  is  asserted  that  practically  all  children  can  be 
trained  to  such  an  extent  that  they  may  become  self- 
supporting  and  respected  citizens  of  their  community. 

For  this  purpose,  special  schools  and  special  courses 
of  study  are  being  developed.  These  schools  will  teach 
the  subjects  necessary  for  a  satisfactory  life  to  pupils 
of  limited  ability  together  with  imparting  definite  infor- 
mation concerning  and  training  in,  the  type  of  work 
upon  which  such  a  pupil  may  enter.  The  number  of 
children  in  each  district  adapted  for  such  a  course  is 
limited.  The  cost  of  such  a  school,  if  undertaken  by  each 
town  would  be  prohibitive  in  small  districts.  However, 
it  is  entirely  practical  for  several  districts  to  cooperate 
in  this  plan.  By  such  united  effort  the  ideal  of  American 
schools  for  all  American  youth  can  be  achieved.  The  time 
to  consider  a  program  of  this  type  has  arrived.  I  am 
recommending  that  serious  consideration  be  given  this 
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project  now  and  through  the  coming  year.  Then  we  can 
feel  that  we  are  doing  all  we  can  for  all  children. 

The  people  of  North  Hampton  may  look  with  pride 
at  the  results  of  their  hot  lunch  program.  Under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Robert  V.  Dickerman  and  her  most 
capable  asistant,  Mrs.  Ervin  Quimby.  228  children  out 
of  250,  or  the  high  percentage  of  91.20%  partake  of  this 
service  each  day.  The  meals  served  are  very  adequate, 
and  judging  from  the  high  percentage  of  children  eat- 
ing, very  attractive.  Hot  meals  have  proven  themselves 
in  adding  to  the  teachability  of  the  child. 

You,  as  a  Board,  have  always  governed  your  decisions 
by  consideration  of  the  welfare  of  the  children  of  North 
Hampton.  The  teachers,  without  exception,  have  been 
faithful  to  their  pupils'  welfare.  As  these  conditions  are 
true,  our  school  must  be  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


As  school  nurse,  I  have  spent  one  day  each  school 
week  at  the  North  Hampton  Center  School,  making 
classroom  visits  and  home  visits  whenever  necessary. 

All  pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  and  eye  exam- 
inations were  given  them. 

The  telebinocular  eye  testing  machine  was  used  on 
the  upper  grades  while  the  Snellen  or  chart  method  was 
used  on  the  younger  pupils.  The  few  defects  found  were 
attended  to  by  co-operative  parents. 

Forty-nine  pupils  were  given  two  innoculations  of  the 
Salk  vaccine  at  the  Polio  Clinics  held  in  the  spring  and 
fall. 

A  pre-school  and  vaccination  clinic  was  held  in  May. 
It  is  hoped  that  many  more  will  take  advantage  of  our 
next  spring  clinic. 

Doctor  Bailey,  school  physician,  gave  a  thorough  phy- 
sical to  pupils  in  the  first,  third,  fifth  and  seventh  grades. 
A  few  minor  defects  were  found  and  corrected. 

There  were  numerous  cases  of  measles,  chicken  pox, 
virus  and  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  year.
